l^hardson House revisited

Richardson House, Sierra Madre’s oldest home 
and Lizzie’s Trail Inn, a bit of local nostalgia, 
stand side by side at the foot of Mt. Wilson Trail. 
At one time both buildings were forgotten and con¬ 
demned and about to be torn down. Fortunately, 
they did not bite the dust. 

The Sierra Madre Historical Society, recogniz¬ 
ing their value to the community, embarked on a 
project to save these historic buildings and bring 
them back to life. With many dedicated people and 
hours of work, restoration was done. Dedication of 


the buildings on July 4, 1976 was an important part 
of Sierra Madre’s celebration for our country’s 
Bicentennial. 

A call also went out to the community for dona¬ 
tions of artifacts and memorabilia to place in the 
two buildings. The response was great from both 
pioneer families and the community at large and 
enabled the Society to furnish Richardson House 
as people would have lived ‘‘back then.” Lizzie’s 
became a museum and with displays that give spe¬ 
cial emphasis to our mountain area and the Search

Sgt. Ike Aguilar and Investigator Randy Huni- 
cutt, Los Angeles County sheriff’s homicide repre¬ 
sentatives, left Tuesday morning for Vermont to 
pick up Jeffrey Stephen Percell, 30, who has been 
held on a no-bail warrant for the murder of his 
parents, Alice and John Percell.

Responses to the recently completed down¬ 
town business survey conducted by the Cham¬ 
ber and Main Street produced some interesting 
information relative to parking: An extensive 
report was on the News front page last week. 

What caught my eye was that the ma¬ 
jority of the shoppers, as established by the 
business people, spend less than two hours 
at a time in any one shop. The actual length 
of a shopping visit, or visit to take care of 
downtown oriented business needs, is probably 
somewhere in the hour to hour and a half 
range. 

A related question concerning the reducing 
of on-street parking time limits on Sierra 
Madre Boulevard got a 50% no vote. Remem¬ 
ber, availability of on street convenience park¬ 
ing has always been a major source of heat¬ 
ed debate. Remember also, off street parking 
lots are created primarily to house longer term 
parkers. When an individual can park for two 


hours on-street, it’s rather tough to get them 
into off street lots. 

At the North Baldwin site, Main Street 
business people suggest the industrial and ser¬ 
vice businesses located on Montecito arrive 
early and stay late. The South site is apparently 
used as day storage for commuters. Both sit¬ 
uations, if real, eliminate shopper parking. 

Yes, 1 can hear howls from a variety of 
sources. Employees in the Montecito area are 
asking, “Where do you want me to park?’’ 
There will not be an easy answer to that but with 
some creative cooperation among property 
owners in that area there may be a solution, 
since 1 don’t know who the commuters are 
or what their economic impact is, 1 haven’t 
a clue what they will do.

It is listed in the “Guinness Book of Records’’ 
as the world largest flowering plant. The huge vine 
eventually grew so rampant it collapsed the Brug- 
man house and today only steel supports can hold its 
weight and constant pruning is a necessity. 

The spelling given to Sierra Madre’s vine, “Wis¬ 
taria,” with an “a,” is peculiar to it alone, but 
since the man who first named the flowering 
vine was Henry Wistar, the “a” would seem the more 
logical spelling. 

1 here are several varieties of wisteria and the 
Sierra Madre Vine is ol the Chinese Lavendar 
variety, which has much longer tenacles of blossoms 
than other varieties. 

Legend says that its ancestral history dates 
back to the time of Marco Polo who brought it 
to Europe in the 13th Century from China where 
it had graced temples and palace pergolas for thous-

ands of years as a divine plant, favored by heaven 
and the eods themselves. 

During the heyday ol the Wistaria Fetes, in the 
1920s. ’30s and ’40s, and on into the ’50s, the

A request for a mora¬ 
torium on development 
of South Baldwin Ave.

year, over 100,000. 

Extra Red Cars had to be added to handle 
the throngs and the parking lot below the site, 
which held 5000 vehicles, was constantly jammed to 
capacity. 

Wistaria Queens were crowned and attended by 
a court of princesses. Oriental pagodas, dragons and 
joss houses were erected and women in oriental 
costumes served luncheons, teas and dinners under- 
the sea of blossoms. Fashion shows, Easter sunrise 
services, lectures and musical programs were con¬ 
ducted and booths under the Vine sold arts and 
crafts and even special wistaria scent perfumes. 

Garden tours, art and craft shows and musical 


events extended the festivals throughout the com¬ 
munity. 

Among well-known Sierra Madreans, Jane 
Delahooke was a Wistaria Princess in 1953, and 
Helen Obazawa was among the young Japanese 
maidens who served as hostesses, tour guides and 
entertainers in the 1930s. 

At its half century mark, in the 1940s, the vine 
showed signs of failing and a Caltech “plant 
wizard” was called to revive it. 

The restoration, according to an article in The 
News dated Dec. 26, 1941, unearthed by Gerke, 
included “putting the vine to sleep by applying 
dry ice, hormones and ice water to the roots.” 
The leaves, the article states, yellowed and fell off 
and the “plant doctor” returned with oversized 
hypodermic needles, droppers and bottles filled with 
special plant vitamins and hormones, injecting the 
“medicines” beneath the bark and into holes bored 
over the root feeding areas. 

Obviously, the “wizard’s magic potions” 
worked and the “Lavendar Lady,” the “Queen of 
the San Gabriels,” has been thriving for almost 
another half a century. 

Various owners have cared for the vine. The 
H.T. Fennels were the first to open it to the public 
viewing and one of the later owners, Mrs. Ida 
Lawless, spent a reputed $60,000 on landscaping 
and special care. 

The current owners, the Joseph L. Feeneys 
and the Robert L. Solts, carry on the tradition 
by graciously allowing the public to visit during 
the annual four-hour open house. 

Many different Sierra Madre organizations 
have sponsored the various fetes, festivals and 
open houses over the years. 

The Sierra Madre Beautification Committee, a 
volunteer group appointed by the Sierra Madre Ma¬ 
yor for the purpose of furthering beautification 
and fostering preservation of the community’s heri¬ 
tage of beauty, has sponsored the Wistaria Fete 
since 1984.

The C-1 (Commercial) 
Zone would remain the

Preserva¬ 
tion would be “en¬ 
couraged” and both 
landscaping and struc¬ 
tures would have to 
minimize impact on 
surrounding properties. 

Signs would be re¬ 
quired to retain archi¬ 
tectural integrity and 
not exceed two by 
three feet in the new 
R-P Zone. 

Front and - s^ide 
yard setbacks in R-P 
would have to comply 
with R-1 specifications 
in the City Code, with 
rear yard setbacks set at 
not less than 20 feet. 

Height require¬ 
ments would remain at 
30 feet as in the Code, 
while off-site parking 
would have to be ac¬ 
comodated m rear yards, 
not visible from the 
street.

Any seasoned ballet- 
goer sees a number of 
"Swan Lakes” over the 
years. I remember Alex¬ 
andra Danilova in the 
one-act version of the 
Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo, and the full four 
acts of the Royal 
Ballet, when Moira 
Shearer was the Swan 
Queen. Everybody 
has seen bits and pieces 
of it in the movies, 
and it has been satirized 
by experts like Bar¬ 
bara Streisand, but 
nothing epitomizes ballet 
like the Swans. 

Not only does it have 
some of Tchaikovsky’s 
most haunting music, but 
it provides a bravura 
role for a ballerina. 
As Odette-Odile she 
must move with the fluid 
grace of a fairy 
tale princess who is also 
a bird, and then in 
the third act she must 
become almost a parody 
of herself as the 
temptress Odile performs 
some of ballet's most 
famous acrobatics with 
a vicious attack. 

There is lots of var¬ 
iety for the company 
too as the peasants of 
the first act have a ser-

ies of lively dances, and 
the court scene of act 
three provides several 
ethnic inspired divertise- 
ments. Then there are 
the flock of white clad 
swans, including the 
slightly comic Dance 
of the Cygnets, in which 
four dancers do their best 
to perform like a pre¬ 
cision machine. Plenty 
of good stuff. 

But 1 was a bit an¬ 
xious to hear that Barysh¬ 
nikov had restaged it. 
When he redid the "Nut¬ 
cracker” he substituted 
a lot of admittedly 
more sophisticated dan¬ 
cing for the traditional 
divertissements in the 
land of Sugar Plums, but 
1 liked the old ones.

The peasants of Act 
One dance delightfully, 
although their costumes 
seem excessively Dres¬ 
den Shepherdess, but 
when the queen sweeps 
in wearing a great 
fantastic head¬ 
dress things get back to 
the proper lush fairy 
tale style. 

It is certainly more 
subtle to distinguish 
Odile from Odette by 
making her costume only 
slightly garish and 
leaving the real differ¬ 
ence to her dancing. 
The confusion of the 
prince seems a little 
more believable. 

At the LA opening of 
the revamped ‘‘Swan 
Lake,” Christine Dun¬ 
ham made a meltingly 
lovely Odette, and 
washed through 


Odile’s snappish 
gyrations with style. Ross 
Stretton is a fine 
figure of a Prince Sieg¬ 
fried and acts up a storm. 
If his leaps seem a trifle 
labored, well, it’s a thank¬ 
less role anyway. Clark 
Tibbet as the evil 
Magician mostly whirls 
and waves his arms but 
he has a wonderful cos¬ 
tume to do it in. 

The stage magic 
worked beautifully (ex¬ 
cept for a recalcitrant 
scrim) and the tragic- 
fairy tale enchanted 
again. 

Agnes DeMille once 
said that the problem 
of classic ballet is that 
you have to run a track 
meet with your body 
while looking as if you 
were somewhere else 
reading a book. In more 
modern ballets, as 
with modern dance, it is 
allowable to pant a 
bit and admit to the force 
of gravity, but the dan¬ 
cer body is an amazing 
instrument and a joy to 
behold.

Supsrmar^ts have always fascinated me, and 
I have found rtany interesting items. For instance, 
peanuts. Did fou know that peanuts grow in the 
ground? Theyarrive at the peanut factory with dirt, 
rocks, and stilus clinging to them. 

Now if /you’ve ever shelled a peanut, you 
know it tak(^ some time. Well, Planter’s peanut 
factory shells 100,000 pounds of peanuts in an hour. 
It’s a comoicated process, because the peanuts, 
rocks, sticl^ and all have to be separated first. 
This is dc^e by a reel machine, and several 
screens. 

Then thy peanuts are roasted in their shells. 
Discolored! ones are rejected and the "healthy” 
peanuts h^d to the sheller. The shelters have semi¬ 
circular hkskets, with openings in different sizes, 
for diffepnt size peanuts. (1 bet you never knew 
peanuts bad different sizes.) Well, there is a machine 
with “betters” which could have sharp edges. Placed 
at a specific distance, the beaters strike the pea¬ 
nuts, forcing them through the openings, and crack¬ 
ing thethells. A large suction fan separates the hulls 
from the peanuts. From there, the workers deter¬ 
mine "vhether the nut will become peanut oil, 
peanut butter, or a snack. 

So, the next time you go to the market, 
perhaps you wil have a little more respect for the 
pre-packed product on the grocer’s shelf. Imagine 
how long it would take you to shell 100,000 
pounds of peanuts.

Possible escalated fee changes could raise cost of living 


In Part I, II and III of The News series on 
f«s and charges for services which the city council 
wilf beholding hearings on in the near future, total 
costs, revenues and subsidies by property taxes were 
reviewed for readers. 

These revealed that over $2.4 million in services 
many of which could be financed by fees, was being 
subsidized by property taxes. 

The management Services Institute (MSI) report 
estimated that more th.Tn <1.4 million could realisti¬ 


cally be gained by the city by increasing various 
fees and charges. "

current individual fees might be affected. The News 
includes here the following chart, taken from the 
MSI report, which shows unit statistics, rather than 
totals.

The report notes that the development would 
create changes in absorption rates, drainage patterns 
and surface water runoff. 

The EIR also points to traffic hazards created 
by ingress and egress from Chantry Flat Road, 
stating that this could be mitigated by moving 
the Chantry Flat Gate north of the access and 
widening the road to a 60-foot cul-de-sac with 
right lane passing or a left turn pocket. 

Other possible adverse features include creation 
of unstable earth conditions or changes in geologic 
substructure; disruptions, displacements, compac¬ 
tion or overcrowding of the soil; changes in topo¬ 
graphy or ground surface relief features, and ex¬ 
posure of people or property to geologic hazards 
such as earthquakes, landslides, mudslides, ground 
failure or similar hazards. Adverse aesthetics would 
be created by two-story houses. 

The amount of grading which would be in¬ 
volved would be 3570 cubic yards of cut and 1645 
cubic yards of fill. 

The EIR Report contains the conclusion that, 
despite all of the noted possibly adverse features, 
the potential adverse cumulative impacts would not 
be significant, if properly mitigated. 


Among concerned neighbors who question this. 
Bill Chilton, a mechanical engineer, is con¬ 
cerned that water pressure for those below could 
be lowered, especially during fires. In order to create 
necessary pressure for the development, an eight- 
inch pipe would have to be installed, coming off the 
existing four-inch pipe, and a pumping station built. 

He is also concerned about runoff, and his 
wife, Verna, added concern about earthquake 
safety and moving of the Chantry Flat Gate. 

Dr. Jacob Fakoory, another neighbor, is most 
concerned over the moving of the gate to above the 
hairpin turn. He noted that prior to the install¬ 
ment of the gate he personally had three cars land 
in his back yard and neighbors had others crash 
into theirs. 

He also noted that if it is moved for this de¬ 
velopment, later developments will request still fur¬ 
ther moves. He feels very strongly that the Planning 
Commission, City Council and numerous con¬ 
cerned citizens have spent a whole year compiling 
what they feel are needed restrictions and that this 
is being totally disregarded by the application of 
the Martins.

and Rescue Team. Recently the Preservation So¬ 
ciety headed by Dane Lenton and Joan Reichart 
worked to refurbish Richardson House. 

On Sunday, Mar. 19, from 1 to 4 p.m., Richard¬ 
son House and Lizzie’s will again be open to the 
public at no charge to celebrate the Wistaria 
Fete with people viewing the historic vine on the 
same day. The Historical Society has always main¬ 
tained these buildings and opened them free to the 
public. Also, for special tours and youth groups. 
Historical Society docents will be on hand the 19th 
to greet you, share some local history and serve 
up some of the society’s famous old-fashioned 
lemonade. The address is 167 E. Mira Monte. 

Back in the early, early days, and before 
Nathaniel Carter, founder of our town, purchased 
the land in 1881 that he called the Sierra Madre 
Tract, there was little more than empty land here. 
But there were the Richardsons. John Richardson, 
the father, in 1872 petitioned to purchase the land 
in the northeast corner of what is now Sierra Madre 
under the Homestead Act of 1866. The first home he 
built was in an area called Cypress Ct., now named 
Old Ranch Rd., but that house was torn 
down for development. The Historical Society 
thinks they built the present Richardson House in 
1864. 

John deeded this property, which totaled 160 
acres to his son Levi in 1879 and it was from Levi 
that Carter made the purchase of 150 acres for his 
Sierra Madre Tract. Carter made two other pur¬ 
chases, 845 acres from Lucky Baldwin’s Rancho 
Santa Anita and 108 acres in the northwest area 
from Southern Pacific Railroad, which brought the 
size of the Tract to 1103 acres, pretty much 
the size of Sierra Madre today. 

We think John lived out his last years in this 
present Richardson House. Levi moved into the first 
house where he maintained an apiary supplying 
honey to a large list of customers in Los Angeles 
and the Valley with honey. This was Sierra Madre’s 
first business. 

John managed the Ocean View House for Car¬ 
ter, which was Sierra Madre’s first hotel and now a 
beautifully restored residence. He was the first burial 
in our Sierra Madre Pioneer Cemetery in 1884. 

Over the years Richardson House had several 
owners. Although just a simple cottage it changed 
from a mountain cabin to a four room dwelling with 
a lean-to kitchen. 


William P. Caley, Sierra Madre’s first town 
marshal, street superintendent and tax collector, 
purchased the property in 1907. It had a 305-foot 
frontage on Mira Monte and included barns, 
pack animals and a corral which were located east 
of the house. From Sierra Madre’s earliest days, hik¬ 
ing trails and resorts dotted these mountains 
above us and Sierra Madre was the starting point 
of several trails with pack animals the means 
of transporting people and materials up the 
trails. 

Caley’s widow Mary lived to be 100 and then 
this property passed to her daughter Maybelle 
Barker. After Maybelle’s death the city of Sierra 
Madre acquired title to the property in 1971 which 
included the house, Lizzie’s and the land through 
an acquisition grant by the State Department of 
Parks and Recreation. The burros and barns were 
long gone and that area became a neighborhood 
park. The Historical Society, after restoration, 
donated Lizzie’s and Richardson House to the city. 

Since the turn of the century there had been a 
lunch and refreshment stand at the foot of Mt. Wil¬ 
son. At first it stood on the west side and both 
Henry Ford and Andrew Carnegie were among those 
who stopped there on their way up the trail. 
When the city needed that area for a reservoir a 
new stand was built on the east side. It became fa¬ 
mous when Lizzie McElwain operated the restaurant 
and drew people from all over the valley who came 
to enjoy her fried chicken, baked beans, ravioli 
and cole-slaw. Lizzie died in 1939 and Thelma and 
Robert Orme continued the restaurant business 
until 1948. Both Lizzie and the Ormes 
lived in Richardson House. 

Now we can tell you that these buildings have 
a “past” of another kind. During prohibition, 
to those in the know, Lizzie’s not only dispensed 
good food and supplies, but also hard liquor. In 
the floor of the bedroom at Richardson House boards 
can be lifted for the place where she hid the 
“booze.” Also, with evidence of a photo in the His¬ 
torical Society archives she operated a still in what 
is now the dining room in the house and was 
raided by the law. 

Well, we won’t dwell on that but will remember 
instead the good food enjoyed and also that re¬ 
freshments were provided to those heading up the 
trail and the weary hikers returning.
